The tide of immigration is again flowing Canadawards and prospects are 
that the number of incoming settlers this year will be in excess of those for 
any year since the outbreak of the war. 
greater care is being taken in the selection of immigrants by officers of the 
Department of Immigration and Colonization overseas than was formerly 
the case, with the result that (here is a fairer chance of those actually arriv- 
{ny in this country making a success of their venture. 

Better machinery for the placing of settlers from the British Isles and 
assisting them in making a real start has been created under the arrange 

~ ments arrived at between the Canadian and. British Governments through 
the medium of the Overseas Settlement Committee. There ts reasonable 
hope, therefore, that while there may be an increase in numbers, there will 
be a still more striking improvement in the quality of our new settlers and 
in the probabilities of their success in Canada. 

Especially satisfactory is the increased interest being taken both in 
Great Britain and in Canada In the subject of child migration and settlement 
in this Dominion. Last year a delegation was appointed by the British 
Government, on the request of the Canadian Government, io visit Canada 
and obtain first-hand information on this yery important aspect of immigra- 
lion, which delegation has made an instructive and constructive report.) At 
the same time the Committee of the Social Service Council of Canada on 
Ininigration and Colonization concentrated ils attention last, year upon the 
question of child and juvenile immigration, and it, too,-has made a com- 
prehensive report on the subject. 

Unquestionably there is much to be said both for and against child im- 
migration, although it is probably much easier to advance objections than it is 
to ciie cogent reasons in support of such immigration, but the conclusions 
reached by both the investigating bodies above referred to appear to favor 
such Immigration within reasonable limits, providing necessary care is taken 
in the matter of selection of these young immigrants, and proper supervision 
undertaken after their arrival in Canada, first in the matter of placement in 
foster homes or as apprentices, and latcr that they are protected and assist- 
ed until well established in Canada. 

In support of child immigration there is the definite conclusion of the 
British delegation that the prospcets for these boys and girls in Canada are 
better than they would have been had they remained in the United Kingdom. 
There is the further fact that Canada needs population, and that it is the 
desire of most Canadians that a preponderating number of immigrants should 
be of British birth. 
easily become adapted to Canadian ways and more 
life of the community than would be the case with those more advanced in 
years. ~ 

On the other hand i is urged that as many of these children are “Poor 
Law Children” who have become charges of Boards’ of Guardians through 
poverty or other failure of the home, or who have been committed to indus- 
trial schools for offences, or are orphans or “under-privileged” children 
whose homes are unsatisfactory for one cause or another, they constitute a 
real menace to Canada as future citizens and the parents of Canadian-born 

* children. 
The responsibility for final approval of children to be emigrated to Canada 


rests, however, with the Canadian Government officials in England who have | 


it in their power to reject any child recommended for emigration. lt fol- 
lows, therefore, that if proper inspection and examination takes place and 
close inquiry made into the antecedents of each child, much of the danger 
to be apprehended from the above causes can be avoided. 

Both the British and Canadian investigating bodies are unanimous in 
recommending against the immigration of very young children and they are 
agreed that only boys and girls who, have reached the school-leaying age 
should be allowed to emigrate, except, of course, those who are accompany- 
ing their parents. 

It is likewise the opinion of the Canadian investigating committee that 
after these children reach the age of eighteen, and are then discharged from 
their apprenticeship, it is still necessary that some plan of supervision, pro- 
tection and helpful assistance be provided by the Department of Immigration 
if they are not to fall by the wayside instead of becoming happy and success- 
ful citiezns, an asset rather than a lability to the Dominion.

Smuggling Arms Into India. 


Eighteen Steamers Were Involved In 
Plot Revealed 

Smuggling of arms and ammunition 
into India via ils porls was revealed 
in a report issued by iho Calcutta 
customs department covering a period 
of ten months. Eighteen steamers 
were concerned in these cases and six 
revolvers, nine pistols, a rifle and 872 
rounds of ammunition were seized. 
Fighteen men were arrested, including 
fourteen ships officers. Fines amount- 
ing £160, and in two cases a year’s 
rigorous imprisonment were tmposed. 
Of the eighteen steamers, eleven were 
from the United States, and one each 
from London, Rangoon, China, Japan, 
Singapore, Norway and coast ports.

Field Marshal Haig’s Visit 


Presidential | Proposal is Made to Change Date. of 


Arrival at Ottawa 

A change in the date of the visit to 
Canada of Field Marshal Udig is pro- 
posed in a cablegram recelved by the 
Dominion command, G.W.V.A., from 
the London headquarters of the Brit- 
ish Empire Service League. With 
the previous arrangements it was 
found that the governor-general, Lord 
Byng, could not bo at Ottawa for the 
official welcome, so it, is now propos- 
ed to advaiuce the date of Haig’s ar- 
Tival to Sunday, June 28, instead of 
July 19, so that His Excellency may 
be present. 

Under the new arrangement, the 
conference of the British Empire Ser- 
vice Leagua will open in Ottawa on 
Juno 29, continuing for three days, 
after which the field marshal and 
Countess Haig, their daughter, Lady 
Alexandria, and party will make a 
brief tour of Canada, going west io. 
Winnipeg.

Regulations, For Settlement of 3,000 

Immigrants Under Empire Settle- 

ment Act 

Regulations for the settlement of 
the three thousand selected - immi- 
grants who are being brought to Can- 
ada under the Empire Settlement Act 
have. been made puble. -They pro- 
vide for the setting aside of land for 
the new settlers, the allocation of the 
lands to the immigrants ata price to 
be fixed by the independent advisory 
settlement commiitee for the district 
in which the farms are situated, and 
that all buildings on hand for soldier 
settlers shall be placed in good repair 
in order to leave the farms ready for 
immediate occupation. 

The regulations set forth that the 
total advances. of all descriptions to 
any immigrant, including the value of 
the land and the British advances, 
shall.not exceed $7,500 In the case ot 
any one settler. The advances to set- 
tlers arc to be paid in 25 equal an- 
nual payments, and the first instal- 
ment is due twelve months after the 


October following the date of his tak- 


ing the land. ‘The rate of -interest 
charged shall not exceed five per cent.

Real Senate Reform 
A Political Catechism Arranged by Dr. 
T. A. Patrick, of Yorkton 

The following communication has 
been received from Dr. 'T. A. Patrick, of 
Yorkton, Sask., dealing withthe much 
mooted question of senate reform. 
The subject dealt with is one that is 
recelving a great deal of attention at 
the present time. In. giving space 
to this article, it does not necessarily 
follow that the editor of this paper 
agrees with all the arguments present- 
ed, or the yfews expressed; but-as 
many of our readers are interested in 
the subject we present the case as it 
appears te Dr. Patrick: * 


Q. How is the Senate constituted? 

A. Twenty-four senators represent 
Ontario; twenty-four, Quebec; ten, 
| New, Brunswick; ten, Nova Scotia; 
| four, Prince Edward Island; and six, 
each of the four provinees of the west- 
| ern half of Canada; ninety-six in all. 
9,000,000 Canadians have the same 
number of federal senators as 110,000, 
000 Americans. 

-Q. How are they selected? 


A. By the Government of Canada as

Prairies Are Looking For Bumper Crop 
For Coming Year ° 

“Prairle crop prophets aro already 
comparing the present season with 
spring conditions preceding the bump- 
er crop of 1915,” said Charles Murphy, 
of Winnipeg, general manager of the 
Canadian Pacific Rallway, western 
lines, on his arrival at Vancouver after 
an inspection trip through the prairie 
provinces and British Columbla. 

“The usual optimistic feeling of 
Western Canadians is a little more 
pronounced this spring than usual,” 
Mr. Murphy stated, who attributes

Q. Has the Senate served these pur- 
poses? @ 
A. It has utterly failed to protect 
the weaker provinces; (2) it has tem- 
pered national action with partizan 


‘| caution. 


Q. Why has the Senate failed to pro- 
tect the weaker provinces? 

A. It is controlled by the two major 
provinces, Ontario and Quebec, by the 
method of appotniment, and by their 
-excessive representation. . 

Q. Does the excessive Senate repre- 
sentation of Ontarlo and Quebec serve 
any other legitimate public purpose? 

A. No. It is useless fomany other 
purpose than that of domination. 

Q. How does control of the Senate 
make domination of Canada by On- 
tarlo and Quebec possible? 

A. They also control the House ‘of 
Commons because of thelr preponder- 
ant population. * 

Q. What effect has this power to 
dominate Canada had on the people of 
Ontario and Quebec? ; 


A. It has made them both conscfous- 
ly and subconsciously think of Can- 
ada in terms of Ontarlo and Quebec. 
It has prevented thelr respecting the 
viewpoints of other provinces. It has 
made them apparently more or less in- 
capable of taking an ocean-to-ocean 
view of Canadian affairs, Ji has im- 
bued them with an unwillingness to 
conciliate and concede, and a. willfog- 


ness to'abuse thelr power tu dominate-; 


These cvidences of political unfitness 
aro especially characteristic of the 
citizens of Montreal and Toronto. 

Q. What has been the effect of the 
spirit of domination on tho policles of 
Canada? 

A. It has made them sectional rather 
than national. It has evolved a “na- 
tional policy” based on the establish- 
ment of an industrial area within On- 
tario and Quebec, unique among indus- 
trial areas, in that it is not founded 
on iron or ceal; it has imposed tariff 
restrictions and customs regulations 


They are appointed for life]: 


Q. Has any Canadian statesman 
suggested such representation in our 
Senate? 

A. Yes. Sir Wilfrid Lauriér, in the 
sessions of 1906 and 1908-9. 
~Q.. What were the occasions? 

A. On both occasions: he was dis- 
cussing as premier, certain resolutions 
before the House relating to senate 
abolition and Senate reform. — eae 

Q. What did Sir Wilfrid say? 

A. In 1906 he sald among other 
things: “A second chamber seems to 
me absolutely necessary for two rea- 
sons. It is supposed to be a check 
on hasty legislation. But one con- 
sideration which, to my mind, is ab- 
Bolutely conclusive and paramount Is 
that under our system, composed of 
federal parts, a second chamber is an 
absolutely necessary safeguard against 
a possible invasion of their rlghts by 
the larger provinces. But if we are 
to have reform I would not.be adverse 
to adopting the system of our neigh- 
bours and have each province repre- 
sented by an equal number of mem- 
bers—whether that province be large 
or small.» . 

In the session of 1998-9, Sir Wilfrid 
ig reported in Hansard, P. 1570, as 
having said:— . 

“In the United States Senate the 
State of New York has two members, 
the State of Rhode Island has two 
members, so that while in the House 
of Representatives each State speaks 
according to the numerical strength 
of its popuiation, 36 against 2; in-the 
Senate each State has an equal voice.” 

“Tf I had to offer reform it would be 
that all the provinces should be repre- 
sented by an equal number of Sena- 
tors. There are nine provinces, and 
if each province were represented by 
let us say six senators, that would give 
us a Senate of fifty-four members 
which would-be sufficiently large and 
not cumbersome.” - 

“IT would ‘ike to ask the House to 
consider this proposition that the 
number of senators ought to be limit- 
ed to a fixed number, and that cach 
province should be represented in the 
Senate by an equal number of Sena- 
tors. I mentioned six but it may be 
five, or seven, or eight, or ten, but 
‘what I would insist on is that each 
province should be represented by an 
equal number of Senators. . This and 
the suggestion that the appointment 
should not be for life, but for a limit- 
ed period. Beyond this I would not 
be prepared to go.” - 

Q. Would addresses by a majority 
of the provinces welgh with the Im- 
perial Parllament? 

A. Yes. In respect of any constitu- 
tfonal amendment not involving a 
change in any of the fundamental. pro- 
visfons of the Confederation Compact, 
an address from a-majority of the 
provinces asking for such change 
‘would weigh;: but if a» fundamental 
provision of that compact were in- 
volved, addresses from all the prov- 
inces would be necessary; or at least 
the protest of any province should be 
sufficient to prevent the amendment. 

Q. Why not abolish the Senate, and 
do without? 

A, That there should be a Senate 
was a -fundamental provision of the 
Confederation Compact. Unanimous 
‘consent is necessary to {ts abol{tion. 
(2) The preponderant representation. 
uf-Ontario and Quebec in the House 
of Commons would perpetuate their 
domination of Canada and make real 
national unfon forever impossible. 

Q. What procedure will be necessary 
to reform the Senate? 

A. Addresses to the Sovereign from 
the House. vf Commons and from a 
majority of the provinelal legislative 
assemblies; all of which being elec- 
tive, havejan inherent right to speak 
ifor the provinces-they represent. 
| Q. Is an Address by the Senate 
| necessary? 
A. No.

is not necessary to the success of tho 
Conference, There has been no sug- 
gestion of any proposal to amend any 
of those fundamental provisions of 
the constitution; and only these would 
require unanimous consent of tho 
provinces. As at the Quebec confer- 
ence one of tho first motions passed 
should be one resolving “That In tal- 
ing the votes on all questions to be de- 
cided by this Conference, except ques- 
tions of order, each province, by what- 
ever number of delegates represented, 
shall have one vote.” 

Other unnamed ‘“‘iniportant particu 
lars” are to be submitted to the Con- 
ference. The omission from-the Brit- 
ish North America Act, of categorical 
mention of those provisions of the 
Act which were fundamental to ithe 
Confederation compact, should be sup- 
pHed as one of the next amendments. 
So soon as, but not before, a Privy 
Council decision has determined

Some considerable surprise was ex- 
pressed when at the 1924 International 
Hay and Grain Show at Chicago, in 
Region No. 1, which includes all the 
Northern States and Canada, the Do- 
minion secured, through growers from 
the province of Ontario, the sweep- 
stakes for ten ears of White Dent 
Corn, and in all twelve out of fourteen 
prizes, tle first eleven and four- 
teenth. It was a new Indfeation of 
the possibllities of Canada tn- corn 
production and effective refutation of 
the assertion made years ago that the 
Hmit of the corn belt stopped far short 
of the international border. 

Similarly, Western Canada has been 
making marked progress in the ‘pro- 
duction of fodder corn. his has, in 
fact, been the outstanding feature of

The Prairie Proy- 
inces which belleve, and know, that 
their public domain has_been illegal- 
ly appropriated by the Dominion, na- 
turally do-not intend to consent to 
Canada’s being empowered to amend 
her own constitution until it shall havo 
become impossible for a Canadian 
Parlamentary majority to confirm 
Canada’s apoilation of the public do- 
main within thelr respective borders. 
Unless and until these matters are: set- 
tled the conferring on Canada of power 
to amend her own, constitutlon, will 
only jeopardize that national unity so 
necessary to the progress and pros- 
perity of Canada. 

Q. What then is the conclusion of 
the whole. matter? 

A. That the British North America 
Act. should be amended and consoli- 
dated, and that as amended and con- 
sdlidated it should provide:—

edge of a block or table padded with 
about two or three thicknesses. of 
eloth, ‘This wipes the acid from tho 
| surface of the teeth, but does not re- 
imorve it from the spaces: between them. 
The file Is laid down for half an hour, 
which allows the acid to cat tho 
grooves deeper; it is thei thoroughly 
washed.—Popular Mechanics.
